AFTER-HARVEST 

CULTIVATION OF STUBBLE 

Should I cultivate my stubble 
fields after the harvest is complet¬ 
ed? A general yes or no does not 
adequately answer this frequent 
question. Among the factors that 
must be considered are soil and 
moisture conservation and the con¬ 
trol of annual and perennial weeds. 
The question should be considered 
in relation to whether the stubble 
field is to foe reseeded or summer- 
fallowed. 

A 12-year study of after-harvest 
cultivation of stubble land for re¬ 
seeding was conducted at the 
Lethbridge Research Station. Land 
cultivated immediately after har- 
with the wide-blade cultivator gave 
an average yield of 15.7 bushels of 
spring wheat per acre. Land that 
received no cultivation or was 
worked with the one-way disk pro¬ 
duced an average of 14.3 bushels. 
The yield advantage resulted from 
conservation of moisture through 
the control of early-fall weed 
growth, primarily Russian Thistle, 
and from leaving a cultivated con¬ 
dition that trapped snow equally 
as well as the uncultivated stubble. 

After-harvest cultivation of stub¬ 
ble land in preparation for sum¬ 
mer-fallow has been studied for 
six years. Yields of spring wheat 
on fallow averaged 19.9 bushels 
per acre for wide-blade cultivation 
after harvest, 19.3 bushels for no 
after-harvest cultivation, 18.8 bu¬ 
shels for cultivation with the one¬ 
way disk, and 18.4 bushels on 
stubble chiselled to a depth of 5 


to 6 inches. All the fields were 
worked with the wide-blade culti¬ 
vator during the fallow year. In 
three out of six years there were 
no differences in the amount of 
moisture conserved by the various 
fallows at seeding time. In two 
years slight differences were mea¬ 
sured but these were not reflected 
in yields because of satisfactory 
rainfall during the growing season. 
In one year more moisture was 
conserved in stubble fields that 
.were bladed or were left unculti¬ 
vated than in fields where stubble 
had been flattened by the one-way 
disk or the chisel plough. This 
moisture difference was carried 
through the dry 1961 fallow season 
and resulted in a definite yield in¬ 
crease in the dry growing season 
of 1962. Snow trapping and weed 
control in the stubble were factors 
that Influenced moisture conserva¬ 
tion. 

It is apparent that after-harvest 
culitvation is potenially more valu¬ 
able on land that is to be reseed¬ 
ed than on land that is to be 
summer-fallowed. It is also appar¬ 
ent that, in either case, after-har¬ 
vest cultivation will be of greatest 
value where an early, heavy weed 
growth exists ' and where this 
growth can be controlled by culti¬ 
vation that leaves the stubble erect 
to trap snow. A disk machine 
should not be used on stubble land 
in the fall unless its use is dictat¬ 
ed by the presence of a perennial 
weed that cannot be controlled 
with a sub-surface cultivator.

Fire Safety Suggestions 

This is Fire Prevention Week, and it is a good 
time for all of us to pause in what we are doing and 
give a thought to care with fire. 

Too many fires need never have happened, and 
a little care on the part of all of us can reduce our 
tragic fire toll in lives and property destroyed. 

On the average, about 170 fires start in homes 
in Canada every day. Last year 620 persons lost their 
lives in fires and hundreds more received bad bums. 

And last year, dollar fire losses in Canada 
totaled $126,000,000. 

The tragic thing about all these fires is that 
three-fourths of them were the result of careless¬ 
ness, according to the Canadian Underwriters’ 
Association. 

With a little care, lives can be saved and need¬ 
less burning of property prevented. 

Here are a few suggestions that may keep your 
home fire safe: 

1.— Never leave small children alone. Even if 
you are leaving for only a few moments, get a re¬ 
sponsible person to stay with them. When going out 
for an extended period of time, employ a baby sitter. 

2— Small children and elderly people are the 
more frequent fire victims. If there are elderly per¬ 
sons in your household, plans should be made to get 
them out of the house quickly in case of fire. 

3— Use care with cigarettes. Never discard a 
cigarette or drop a match without being sure it has 
been extinguished. It’s a good plan to break a match 
after using just to be sure it is out. Keep matches 
out of reach of children. And never smoke in bed. 

4— Keep a flashlight handy for use in dark 
places. Never strike matches or carry lighted matches 
or candles into closets or attics. 

5— Keep your electrical appliances in safe con¬ 
dition. Take them to a qualified repairman if they 
have loose connections or frayed or worn cords. 

6— Throw out old newspapers, magazines and 
other waste combustibles regularly, rather than let 
them accumulate in the basement or attic. These are 
the things on which fires feed. 

7— Impress upon everyone in your household 
that in case of fire, first get everyone out of the 
house, and then call the fire department. Call the de¬ 
partment from your neighbor’s house, if need be, but 
never re-enter a burning house. 

These suggestions could save your life, or the 
lives of members of your family. 

You are the one who can help keep your home 
safe from fire.

,ips On Freezing SERy|CE B0ARD N0TES 
Your Game Birds 


If you intend to freeze game 
birds this season, be sure they are 
drawn and chilled soon after they 
are shot. Always spread them out 
to cool in the car rather than 
piling them in a heap or putting 
them in a sack. 

Donna Westendorf, District 
Home Economist for the county 
of Strugeon and Lac Ste Anne, 
says game birds will keep for 6 to 
12 months if they are frozen in 
proper wax wrappers. Polythene 
bags are recommended for whole 
birds. Good quality vapour proof 
wrappings or waxed-freezer con¬ 
tainers, lined with moisture-proof 
paper, are ideal for birds which 
have been cut in half for freezing. 

Never skin birds which are go¬ 
ing to be frozen because the meat 
will dry out and lose its flavor 
during the freezing process. A good 
way to remove pin feathers is to 
dip the birds into a container cf 
melted wax and hot water. One 
and a half cakes of wax in three 
quarts of hot water is enough to 
do three ducks. A serrated knife 
is an excellent tool for removing 
the hardened wax. 

Never stuff birds before freezing 
them, warns Mrs. Westendorf, be¬ 
cause of the danger of food poison¬ 
ing. Wrap the giblets separately 
from the birds. 

More information on cooking and 
freezing game birds can be ob¬ 
tained from the Home Economics 
Extension Service of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton.

The fall vaccinating season will 
begin and cattle owners are asked 
to keep this in mind and be pre¬ 
pared to vaccinate their heifer 
calves when the Veterinarian is in 
the area. According to the Live¬ 
stock Diseases Act, every heifer 
calf between the age of 4 to 11 
months must be vaccinated against 
Brucellosis. Heifer calves cannot 
be exported to the U.S.A. or to 
Eastern Canada unless they are 
vaccinated for Bangs. Heifer calves 
being fed for slaughter must also 
be vaccinated. 

Owners are required to have the 
heifer calves separated from other 
cattle and confined so that the 
Veterinarian may vaccinate the 
calves as quickly and with the 
least harm to the calves as poss¬ 
ible. The Service Board will again 
be arranging the routes and time 
table for the Veterinarian and we 
are going to endeavor this year to 
follow these as closely as we can. 
We ask the co-operation of the 
farmers to help us run the vac¬ 
cinating program as quickly and 
efficiently as possible. 

The County sprayer will be 
available to spray cattle for war¬ 
bles and lice again this fall. 
Spraying will start the 1st of Oc¬ 
tober. We would suggest that 
farmers contact their neighbours 
and try to arrange a number of 
herds to be sprayed one day and 
minimize the sprayer travel.

MEETING 

The regular September meeting 
of the Municipal Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
on Wednesday, Sept. 16. Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Ivan Haga presided, 
and Committee Members Donald 
McNiven, M. Willard, F. E. Hubka 
and A. W. Ulrich were present. 
Also present at the meeting were 
Martin Dersch, construction fore¬ 
man; Robert Brown, shop fore¬ 
man; J. O'Reilly, maintenance 
foreman and D. D. McQueen, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Mr. Brown stated that there 
had been an application to pur¬ 
chase the old lathe and grinder 
for the sum of $300. It was moved 
and carried that this offer be not 
accepted and that the lathe and 
grinder be advertised for sale by 
tender. 

A letter from the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board enclosing a 
cheque for $1,086.00, being a re¬ 
fund of compensation fees for 
good accident record, was read to 
the committee and its contents 
noted. 

A letter from the Department 
of Highways in respect to the 
1964 Contingency Grant, if such 
legislation is still in effect, was 
read. It was moved and carried 
that the committee recommend 
to the County Council that the 
Contingency Grant for 1964 be 
spent on the continuation and 
completion of the Lomond - Bow 
City District Highway 232B.

COUNTY COUNCIL 
MEETING 

The regular September meeting 
of the Council of the County of 
Vulcan No. 2 was held on Wed¬ 
nesday, Sept. 16. Reeve Jack Deitz 
presided and Councillors F. E. 
Hubka, A. W. Ulrich, Ivan Haga, 
R. S. Irwin, Arthur Cutforth, A. 
McAlister, M. Willard, J. M. Mc¬ 
Kay, Frank N. Thurber and Don¬ 
ald McNiven were present. 

The financial statement for the 
month of August wps read. The 
secretary - treasurer explained 
various items in the expenditures 
for the year to date, and advised 
the councillors that budget figures 
were being well maintained. It 
was moved and carried that the 
financial statement be adopted. 

The secretary-treasurer read 
communication from the Alberta 
Assessment Appeal Board in which 
it was stated that the assessments 
of lands on the Indian Reserve 
which were occupied by non- 
Indians was declared to be invalid, 
due to the land being assessed 
and not the interest of the oc¬ 
cupant as required by the act. 
Instructions were given to the 
secretary-treasurer to delete the 
assessments from the roll and can¬ 
cel the 1963 taxes which had been 
levied against the lands under 
appeal. 

The matter of the taxes levied 
on lands on the Indian Reserve 
which were not under the appeal 
were discussed, and it was felt 
by the councillors that in view of 
the fact that these lands were as¬ 
sessed in the same manner, and 
if they had been appealed would 
have been declared invalid, con¬ 
sideration should be given to can¬ 
celling the 1963 taxes. A by-law 
cancelling the taxes on the Indian 
Reserve lands, was given three 
readings and passed. 

It was moved and carried' that 
the County apply to the Assess¬ 
ment Equalization Appeal Board 
to amend the 1963 equalized as¬ 
sessment on the County of Vul¬ 
can be deleting the amount of the 
assessment on the lands in ques¬ 
tion, which amounted to $226,020. 

A letter from the County of 
Thorhild No. 7 in respect to as¬ 
sessments of oil storage tanks was 
read and the contents noted. It 
was felt that the County of Vul¬ 
can had no such problem and no 
action was taken in this matter. 

It was moved by Mr. Cutforth 
and carried that the Municipal 
Committee’s recommendation to 
apply the 1964 Contingency Grant 
on the completion of the Lomond- 
Bow City road, being District 
Highway 232B, be approved. 

Mr. McKay reported to the 
round! on school matters and 
stated that the schools were oper¬ 
ating this year under a full slate 
of teachers, that the pre-school 
registration of high school stu¬ 
dents at Vulcan was very success¬ 
ful and assisted greatly in the 
handling of the new classes, and 
that the schools were off to a 
good start for the coming term. 
Mr. McKay stated that there had 
been no serious problems to over¬ 
come, and the school committee 
was quite pleased with the man¬ 
ner in which arrangements had 
been made for the opening of the 
schools this year. 

Mr. Haga reported to the coun¬ 
cil in respect to municipal affairs. 
He stated that the gravelling of 
the Nanton road was proceeding 
at the present time, that there 
were three weed cutters operating, 
cutting weeds on the shoulders of 
the road. He stated that the road 
construction would probably bo 
shut down on the end of October. 

Mr. Thurber discussed public 
works matters in respect to his 
division with members of the 
municipal committee, and also 
drew attention to the fact that 
the flowing well on the E. Malm- 
berg farm had not been suitably 
repaired and that some effort 
should be mqde to compensate Mr. 
Malmberg for his loss or to have 
the flowing well restored. Mem¬ 
bers of the municipal committee 
assured Mr. Thurber that this 
matter would be discussed with 
Mr. Malmberg and a report made 
to the next meeting.

Fall Treatment 
Of Lawns 

Here are some “das" and don’ts” 
on the fall treatment of lawns 
from P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Dead leaves and branches should 
be removed from lawns. When left 
on they can smother the grass. 
Contrary to some people’s belief, 
dead leaves do not provide winter 
protection for the lawn. 

As far as cutting the lawn is 
concerned, Mr. McCalla says it 
should be out when it needs it. 
Similarly it should be watered 
when it needs water. At this time 
of year a lawn will not need 
nearly as much water as it did in 
the summer because the nights are 
longer and the days are cooler. 

A very important point to re¬ 
member regarding watering a lawn 
at any time is that a light sprink¬ 
ling is worse than not watering at 
all. It brings the roots of the grass 
to the surface of the ground 
where they are much more sus¬ 
ceptible to both drought and frost 
damage. A thorough watering just 
before freeze-up, usually towards 
the end of October in this pro¬ 
vince, is strongly recommended to 
help prevent winter killing. It also 
helps to bring the lawn through 
the winter in good condition. 

Should one fertilize a lawn in 
the late fall is a common question 
to which the answer is no. For 
one thing there is very little value 
to fertilizing after the end of Au¬ 
gust or at the latest t!he early 
part of September. Secondly, a 
warm spell in the weather after 
the early part of September could 
make fertilized grass very suscep¬ 
tible to winter killing by starting 
it growing again. 

Spraying lawns for weed control 
in the fall is not recommended. 
Spraying should be done in the 
early spring when the weeds are 
actively growing. 

Snow mold can be controlled on 
golf courses, bowling greens and 
in parks by treating the grass 
with a mercury preparation. A 2:1 
mixture of Calomel and corrosive 
sublimate at the rate of 3 to 4 
ounces per 1,000 square feet is re¬ 
commended by Mr. McCalla. The 
preparation which can be mixed 
with dry sand for easier spreading, 
should be applied between the 
middle and the end of October.
